PARIS, Aug. IO.— F ra m e form ally declared war on Austria tonight. 
The declaration followed the failure of the Austrian governm ent to m ake 
satisfactory explanations of the movement of Austrian troops from the 
Austrian Tyrol through Switzerland to the Alsatian border. 
The declaration of war had lie©n expected for the last three days, but 
France was determined tliat it would not act until something definite had 
taken place on which a declaration could he based. 
This was in order to 
prevent Italy being forced into the conflict us an ally of Austria. 
When the announcem ent was received that the Austrian troops, un­ 
der the Grand Duke of Tuscany had crossed Lake Constance and were a t 
Basle, on the Swiss border, prepared to attack the French forces oper­ 
ating in Alsace, a peremptory dem and that Austria declare her position 
was made. 
The Austrian am bassador was sent for and was given until 
tonight to get a definition of te A ustrian position. 
This was not done so 
the foreign office handed the am bassador his passports and was was im­ 
mediately declared. 
At the same instant the Frencham bassador at Vienna aplied to the 
Austrian foreign office for his passports. 
They were immediately hand­ 
ed to him and he left for the frontier at once. 
There is much speculation over the effect this declaration will have 
on Italy's position. 
Under the term s of her treaty with Austria and Ger­ 
many, she is bound to come to their aid when they are “attacked.” How­ 
ever, in the case of Fngland and Germany, where there was a dual decla­ 
ration the Italian took the position that Fngland was not the aggressor. 
In the present instance France acted, taking the initiatixe, hut only afte r 
she had raised the point that lier frontier was

Any citizen who desires to promote the cause of education In La 
Crosse, and who has a copy of the “ History of La Crosse County” 
published in 1881, can do so by donating the volume to the La Crosse 
normal school. 
The normal has established the precedent of interesting its stu­ 
dents in local history. The volume to which reference is made was 
limited, and cannot be secured from publishers. 
The value of a 
hook is in its use. 
In most cases it is little used by individuals, but 
in the hands of the normal faculty it would be im parting knowledge 
to hundreds of young citizens. 
Many other works of interest have been donated to the normal 
by citizens interested in the students of La Crosse. 
They have been 
valuable, but none more valuable than the service that lies within 
the power of any person in a position to donate a copy of the history 
of 1881.
